Denmark may be supposed to arm in or- 
der to be ready to reconquer Schleswig, 
which intention its minister of war has, 
in an unguarded moment, openly declar- 
ed. But Sweden, which has never helped j 
Denmark, except with words, can hardly 
now intend, in case of a Danish-German 
war, to draw its sword together with Den- 
mark. In the arming of these countries 
we ten en’y see au intention to realize the 
old Scandinavian idea; which idea, how- 
tver, properly belongs to the realm of 
dreams, and the only parly which may 
feel interested iu ihcse war preparations 
seems to be Russia. 

Fiom the great realm of the Czar we 
Lear of neither material wauts nor of so- 
cial derange menU*. (Juietly the coilosal | 
empire progress* on its road to consoli- 
dation, and quieCy and unnoticed it pur- 
sues its objects acid designs in Asia, care- | 
fully avoiding any European embarrass- 
ments. Its latest policy shows a tenden- 
cy that h doas at Ucesent not intend to 
eucroach forcibly upon the oriental coun- 
tries. The currwit reports about an al- 
liance between Russna and I'russia lack 
confirmation; it is, however, very natural 
that such a league must be desirable. 
I'russiais, iu case of an European crisis, 
Russia's ouly possible ally, and we, there- 
fore, cannot but deem it imprudent that 
Russia is now tyrannizing the* Germans 
iu its Baltic provinces. Germans will 
certainly not lung abandon their breth- 
ern to any policy of denationalization, and 
even Lorraine and Alsatia have not yet 
been entirely givtfu up to that fate. 

The situation, as presented by the 
orient, ought to put a blush to Europe, 
btill we must see, and see it tolerated, 
that an Asiatic tyranny oppresses and 
maltreats an European nation. Tbe Can- 
diots are fighting with a perseverance 
which has, perhaps, never been equaled, 
and they do not think of laying down 
their arms. However, the end ot their 
opposition draws near, unless some help 
will come to their relief. It is not improb- 
able that their heroism will cause the polit- 
icalequalization ofChristians and Mus- 
sulmans throughout the whole Turkish 
empire; at any rate such an arrangement 
seems to be desired by the entire Euro 
pcan diplomacy, and the sublime porte 
Ecems inclined to consent. Until the mat- 
ter is thus concluded, Greece will, no 
doubt, he allowed to continue sending 
auxiliary troops. However, we do not 
see what good such a promise on the part 
of Turkey will accomplish; we can only 
perceive in it a key to intervention, which 
may be used whenever desirable, and 
which will cause continuous intrigues. 

King George, of Greece, ns well as his 
ministry, avail themselves of every oppoi- . 
tunity lor expressions of sympathy for 
Candia, aud fur heroic harangues, bat 
tbe wishes aad exertions cf that little 
State are too insignificant, unless a mig'-it- 
ier one is ready to back it. Nothing 
shows more plainly the entire demorali- 
zation of P.uropean politics than the 
treatment of this oriental matter, but it 
will be impossible to defer the natural 
course ot events for any length of time, 
and this cast e.-n embroglio will not cease 
to be a threatcr.irg cloud upon Europe’s 
political Lorituu. 

Matters upon tie Ibtiian peninsula 
shew, a mom;ntniy resemblance with the 
North. The list branch of the Bourbons 
cannot much Lnger hold out, aud what 
would be more natural than a union of 
tbe peninsula under one government. But 
unfortunatelySpain, as well as Portugal, 
seem afraid tc derogate from their digui. 
ty iu uniting, aud France, wishing its 
neighboring States weak aud divided, 
takes advantage of this folly, so that we 
hardly believe a union could be accom- 
plished, even if Isabella should be com- 
pelled to quit her throne and country. If 
there is a people which ought to be 
ashamed of itself, it is undoubted- 
ly the Spanish, lor there was never a yoke 
which coul d have been easier cast off', 
which was more contemptible, and which 
was submitted too with greater indiffer- 
ence and unbou nded presumption than 
that under which tkat people now suffers. 

A few years ago Sfain seemed to bo upon 
the rend to re-generation, but this illusion 
is now most eflectiall}' destroyed. 

Ic France also great physical and mor- 
al destitution previiU. Hardly any body 
will maintain that even the Spaniards 
present a more himiliated appearance 
than the French. A people which submits 
to a Napoleonic tyranny for nearly two 
decennials must indeed have sunken low. 
This phenomenon is only explainable by 
the fear of tbe L'rench of themselves, aad 
the deep conviction of theirown depravity. 
They Lave always abused liberty in such 
a manner that they perfectly abhor it, and 
rather subniit to a tyrant in place of try- 
ing freedom again. Nevertheless the 
days of the Napoleonic system are count- 
ed. That system h-As passed its vortex; 
Nopoleon con no longer dazzle with re- 
peated successes; Le undertakes a great 
many tosks, wLich he cannot solve, and 
be allies himself to principles, which are 
doomed to certain destruction. The con 
sequence of his exterior policy is such 
that France stands entirely friendless in 
I the world. Tbe French emperor’ .s tri- 
I umpiis even increase the number of his 
I enemies. His people no lunger respect 
him unconditionally, and, while formerly 
I he endeavored to please his people, be 
now seems determined to insult it and 
trample upon its most holy interests. 
Such signs always announce the fall of a 
dynasty. Neither is tbe material situa- 
tion favorable to Napoleoiiism. Immedi- 
ately upon tbe heels of the great industri- 
al exposition follows a destitution border- 
ing ou famine, it being a direct conse- 
quence of the erroneous financial manage- 
ment. France may perhaps not much 
longer remain that what it is to-day 
And tbe downfall of the present system 
will ako relieve Italy; for, with the French 
support withdrawn, the great stumbling 
block iu Italy’s way will fall. The inter- 
ests of these two nations are alike, as 
well in tkeir present ignominy, as in their 
future glory. 

We Lave discoursed matters in Austria 
at lesgth in our last. Vfbile with pleas- 
ure, we were ahl e to record the hopeful 
and propitious condition of that country, 
it must he rtmombertd that all contem- 
plated imprcveinenU ate only in their 
fiist Btcgrg of beginning, and that formi- 
dable obstacles may have to be overcome, 
before the desired points are reached.

There the old order of things is complete- 
ly untenable; it must fall and give way to 
anew system. Feninnism, no matter in 
Low had a shape it appears, is neverthe- 
less the avenger of Ireland and of the 
wrongs which throughout centuries have , 
been committed by the English anstocra- | 
cy. An impending revolution js not only ' 
not improbable but almost certain. Then | 
the world will witness one of the most 
radical revolutions, not only in a political 
but also in a social point of view, a revolu- 
tion which will completely undermine 
tbe present laws of landed property. \Ve 
see, before our mind’s eve, a truly free, 
democratic England, as a neccssarj' con- 
sequence of the victory of the people over 
a haughty aristocracy. 

Ihe political news of last week is 
shortly recapitulated. The British Parlia- 
ment convened on the 13th, and od the 
loth the Government demanded tbe sus- 
pension of the Habeas Corpus act in Ire- 
land, in order to be enabled to more ef- 
fectually oppose the rebellious spirit of the 
Fenians. The bill was passed without 
further debate. One of the most serious ' 
matters which will be discussed is the Ala- ' 
bama Claim.s. This question must come to - 
a speedy close, aud, with it, tbe question ' 
of the rights of American naturalized citU 
zees will undoubtedly come before 
Parliament. Disraeli anno'unces a bill 
wbieh intends to investigate the corrup- 
tion in parliamentary elections. That is, 
indeed, a matter worth looking into, 
bribery being now the most powerful mo- 
tor in those elections. Here we must 
mention that tbe Fenian Lennor was sen- 
tenced for treason to 13 years hard labor, 
and that, having received his sentence, he 
made a defiant speech, iu which he 
prophecled that the present Albion would 
cease to exist before the termination of 
his term. This prediction cannot fail to 
make a deep impression upon speculating 
minds, as the present English system is 
doubtlessly doomed. The distur'oances in 
Cork were suppressed, but not without 
bloodshed. News from Abyssinia is 
looked for with great anxiety. Conflicts 
have occurred, the result of which is not 
known. « 

Nothing looks more gloomy than to see 
an army advance into an enemy’s coun- 
try without meeting any material opposi- 
tion. Stanley is said to be intended 
shortly to take Derby’s place as Premier. 

In France the debates on the new press 
law continue, and every liberal amend- 
meut is immediately rejected. The press 
will fled its position worse than what it 
was heretofore. A rumor speaks of a con- 
templated change in the cabinet, ic order 
to suit the liberal parly, which rumor, how- 
ever, is highly improbable. The National 
Guards are being mustered into service 
aud equipped, in accordauce with the new 
army regulations, throughout the whole 
country, and great haste is manife.sted. 

In Italy, Farragut is the lion of the day. 
He was feted in the King's palace on the 
13th, and is the recipient of a great many 
Lcuors. At the same time, nobody has 
any idea of the object of Lis visit. If 
there is anj' object at all in his mission, 
he is no doubt ordered to negotiate for a 
naval station in the Mediterranean. Such 
a station would certainly be very benefi- 
cial, and its acquisition would be of some 
political importance. The granting of 
such a station on the part of Italy would, 
however, demand more independence than 
what her government has as yet shown. 

Menabrca announced Iu Parliament that 
the government had sent seven war ves- 
sels to the La Plata, ' but refused to dis- 
close the object of the expeditiou. 

The Pope is said to te again unwilling 
to change the provisions of the Austrian 
concordat. In Hungary a Pun-Slavish 
conspiracy is said to Lave been detected. 
The Prussian government is said to have 
protested agaiu&t the complaisance of the 
Austrian government towards the ex-King 
ot Hanover. A French paper says Bis- 
marck wishes to resign; such news, from 
a French source, is hardly creditable. 

Iu Japan tbe Daimios, who but a short 
time ago dethroned the Tycoon, have now 
imprisoned the Miccado. The movement 
Is directed against the foreigners, who 
have a.s yet been neutral, but who will no 
doubt be compelled to interfere. Civiliza- 
tion progresses, aud zVsia cannot deter its 
onward march. 

AN ALABAMA RADICAL ON THE 
SITUATION. 

Col. C. C. Sheats, editor of the Xui th 
Alabamian, a Union man during tbe war, | 
and a Radical who favored the adoption of i 
the negro Constitution, as a whole, says of 
the late election in Ala'oama: 

It is DOW settled beyond any doubt that 
the^CoDstitutiou is defeated; aud with its 
defeat Alabama is left precisely where she 
was on the 2d of March, ’67, when the Mil- 
itary bill passed. So, all will perceive that 
a year of the most earue.st work has beeu 
lost, aud with it hundreds of thousands of 
dollars spent to no purpose. At the lime 
of the passage of the Military bill aU«las 3 - 
es in the State, or a majority at least, were 
willing to reconstruct the State upon the 
terms prescribed in the Reconstruction 
acts. But as soon as the law was to be en- 
forced a horde of military officers were 
Edit South, followed by a train of office- 
hunters. The military began at once to 
proEtitute the positions they held to the 
interest of themselves or to the advantage 
of those who followed them, aud coupled 
with their unholy ambition sprung to the 
light, with a kind of intuitiveness, another 
class here at home less fit and less honest, 
if possible, and in their greedy scramble 
to gruep every office in the whole State 
reconstruction was lost sight of, and the 
people, both white and black, became dis- 
gusted with the whole subject. However, 
before their wicked purpose developed 
itself so fur as to be understood, with the 
aid of the corruptest set of men for regis- 
ters that ever disgraced any country or 
people, the election for Convention was 
carried by a small and meagre majority, 
which ought to have been a warning^ that 
they had gone too far, and if, good judg- 
ment aud common sense did not take con- 
trol of our council, defeat of the recon- 
struction policy of Congress was bound to 
be the result betore the work could possi- 
bly bedou£^ 

A Str.ykue Mcbder. — The story of a 
convict iu the Charleston (Mas.s.) State 
prison, who has just died of coiisumpiion, 
IS a sad one. Six or seven years ago, in 
the western part of the State, he fell in 
love with a yonug woman, and her, friends 
epposiog, eloped with hsr. They were pur- 
sued and overtaken at a hotel, when they 
Legged one final interview alone, and 
then, as he asserts, mutually agreed to 
commit suicide. At the last moment, how- 
ever, her courage failed her, and she call- 
ed upon him, as Le says, to do tbe deed 
lor her. He then cut her throat and his 
own. She died; he recovered, and was 
triid at Lenox aud convicted of murder, 
but was saved from the gallows by a com- 
lutitation of his sentence to imprisonment 
for life. Six years have elapsed and now 
be has passed away, after showing that he 
was contrite and penitent for the crime 
which Le committed.

A DAV OF E.vaTt.ME.VT.

Tbe excitement of to day is unp irallelei 
by any thing in the history of Washing- 
ton since the secession days of the winter 
of seven years ago, and the throngs at 
the Capitol, the rumors ou the streets, and 
the general turmoil throughout the city, 
bring to mind many of the eventful scenes 
which immediately preceded the inaugu- 
ration cf the war. 

St’EXES IX THE HOFSK. 

The House, by resolution, met at 10 
o’clock. The debate was to be continued 
from that time until 5, when, by agree- 
ment, a vote was to be taken. As early as 
7 o’clock people began to crowd toward 
the Capitol.and to fill the corridors around 
tbe House galleries, watching for the ar- 
rival of the door-keepers to let them enter 
and be seated. 

By 8 o’clock enough bad assembled to 
fill every seat in the galleries, though 
they bad two hours to wait before the doors 
would be opened. The weather was very 
stormy and unplea.sant, but that did not 
deter finely -dressed ladies from participat- 
ing in the general rush, and taking their 
chances in what grew to be a mob. -Ln 
hour before the Iloase met, at about kalf- 
past 8, the doors of the gallery were 
thrown open. 

Such a turront of people, mec. women, 
and children, as streamed in through every 
doer, filled every seat, and aiercilessly 
ran over each other, and sgiinst each 
other, and on top of eac-k other, in the 
struggle for an advantageous point of 
view — such an audience was never before 
seen at tbe Capitol. The Metropolitan 
Police force, in addition to the regular 
Capitol i’olice force, had been detailed for 
duty and tbe preservation of order, hot 
what they were able to do availed little. 
The crowd was too large and too deter- 
mined for anything short of a regiment 
with bayonets to secure control 

Five minutes sufficed to till every avail- 
.able inch of sitting and standing room in 
the galleries, and then the crowd outside 
was larger than that inside. The ladies 
filled every avenue of approach to the 
galleries, sent for members, importuned 
tor seats, and grumbled most lustily, and | 
at times unmannerly, because they could 
not get what was not to be had. 

The Speaker was besieged with letters 
for permission to enter the reporters’ gal- 
lery. He sent to all his best respects and 
politest apology, but tbe reporters had 
complained on Saturday, and be conldnot 
possQi'.y permit strangers or ladies to till 
their gallery; so there was nothing left for 
those who had been unsuccessful in the 
scramble for seats but to lounge about 
where they could best find room Enough 
o! them went to the other wing of the 
Capitol to fill tbe galleries of the Senate 
Chamber to overflowing, though there was 
nothing of interest to attract them there. 

W hat mb. STAXTOX TH1XX5 ABOCT IT. 

In answer to an inquiry, Mr. Stanton 
replied that he had given no order to re- 
fuse (.ieneral Thomas admission into the 
building. He was asked, if Gen. Thomas 
p.-isisted would he be arrested. He re- 
plied: “My action depends on General 
Thomas’s action. ’ 

Gen. Howard, who was present, .said that 
he guessed there would be no cause for 
arrest. 

Mr. Stanton said that if tbe court issued 
a quo u-arranto he would appear by coun- 
sel. The writ would he merely to show 
by what law he held his office, and he was 
reedy to show tbe law by counsel, but did 
not mean to surrender the office. 

During the day he came but once out of 
the War Office building, and then to speak 
to his wife, who was in a carriage on the 
pavement His meals were sent to him 
from his residence, aud Senator Chandler 
dined with him 

During the day he received telegrams 
and letters from his friends in various 
quarters. 

AT THE WHITE HOrSE. 

The excitement and interest of the day 
were almost wholly centered in tbe Capi- 
tol. The President’s house was visited 
by the members of the Cabinet, General 
Thomas, the Democratic Senators, and 
members of the press. The announce- 
ment in the morning papers that the Pres- 
ident had, on yesterday, directed Attorney 
General Stanbery to apply to the Su- 
preme Court for a quo tcarranto, elicited 
the inquiry at tbe l.xecntive Mansion at 
noon as to the cause of the delay.

He 
said that General Emory did not say he 
would refuse to receive orders from him, 
or that they must come throngh General 
Grant 

The President appeared calm and in 
good spirits, and concluded the interview 
by remarking that God and the .Vnserican 
pi^ople would make all right and save onr 
institutions.

MILITARY INTERF'ERENCE WITH 
THE COURTS. 



It will be seen, from an article copied 
from the Savannah Republican, that Gen. 
Meade has issued an order commanding 
the Superior Court of Chatham county 
not to try a white man who is charged 
with tbe murder of a negro in the city of i 
Savannah, some months ago, under cir- , 
cumstancea ot peculiar aggravation. The \ 
reason set up to justity this interven- 
tion is to be found in an allegation that, ' 
“on account of prejudice existing against 
tbe an used, be could cot have a fair and 
impartial trial” | 

Believing that Gen. Meade means well, 
we regret that he has conaldered it his 
duty to take this extraordinary and re- 
rponsible step — one that strikes at the 
very root of puiilic justice as administered 
through the courts, and destroys alt legal 
guarantees for the life and property ot the i 
i citizen. We think it a fp-eat mistake, and j 
especially in view of a firm belief that the ; 
reason assigned for it is wholly ground- 
less. From a long and intimate acquain- 
tance with tbe people cf Chatham county - 
and the administrators of the law in her 
courts, we feel assured that no cnminal . 
brought before them would fail to receive 
a fair hearing and even-handed justice. 

But there is a peculiar significance in - 
the reason assigned by Gen. Meade for , 
this interference with the administration 
of the law in Georgia, acd we beg to direct 
to it the special attention of our Nortberu 
feiendk who have so much to say a’oout 
the cruelig and injustice of the Southern 
whites toward lUa negro poputatioo. Tb« ' 
case is this: 

A white man of respecta'ole family, and 
good character heretofore, takes the hfe 
of a negro, and one almost unknown in

The chairman stated the object of the 
meeting, when, after separate cons'ulta- 
tiok of the two committees, it was agreed 
by both committees that a convention to 
nominate candidates for the olfkies of the 
city and county should be held. 

Upon motion of Dr. E. D. StandiforJ, it 
was then decided that said convention 
should be held on the 21st day of March, 
nt 11 o'clock A. M., at the court-house in 
Louisville. 

On motion of W. D. Ray, it was order- 
ed that each precinct in the county hold 
a meeting at their voting place on the 
14th of March at one o'clock P. M , and 
that each ward in the city meet at their 
club rooms at 7J o’clock P. M. of the same 
day to appoint delegates; and the dele- 
gates appointed on that day will act for 
all cil>, county, and district conventions 
held previous to Aug-.iff, 1.--68. 

It was then decided that the wards and 
precincts should have one delegate for ev- 
ery fifty votes cast for Gov. Helm at the 
August election in 1867, and one vote for 
every fraction of twenty five or more, pro- 
vidfi that every precinct in the county 
should be entitled to not less than one 
delegate. 

Upon motion of W. N. Haldeman, it was 
recommended that a District Convention 
to nominate candidates for Circuit Judge 
end Commonwealth’s Attorney of the 
Seventh Judicial District be held in the 
city of Louisville on the first Saturday in 
May, and all the counties of the district 
he requested to send delegates to said con- 
vention. 

Upon motion of Fred. Vissman, the 
meeting then adjourned.

Le.mxgtox, Ky., Feb. 23, 1863. 
One of the most remarkable sights in 
Kentucky is the crow roost seven miles 
from Lexington, on the Danville pike. 
The roost is so old that the mind of the 
oldest inhabitant of the blue grass region 
runneth not to the contrary. Many years 
ago the loost was nearer Lexington, but 
as the trees were cut away the crows 
moved southward, always seeking the 
i:ext piece of timber. At the present 
there are no large forests in the country 
near the city, and many pieces of timber 
have been called into requisition to lodge 
their black highnesses. 

Hundreds sleep in the open Telds for 
want of a lirab.-and the wrangle over a de- 
sirable bed in a tree-top is something fear- 
ful. By the amount of cawing and jawing 
done every evening, we should tl ink the 
question of reconstructing the roost, or 
moving it altogether, was under discus- 
sion.

A gentleman, who lives near the 
roost, and who has a fine locust grove in 
front of his house, was surprised one 
evening to see it black with crows. For a 
time all went on well, but the roost be- 
came popular, and every evening there 
was a wrangle to see who would get it. 

As the desirable )>lacc would hold only 
a few hundreds, and there were some 
thoesands who nithtly applied for lodg 
ing, the noise and confusion became. in- 
tolerable. Sometimes in the middle of 
the night an overloaded limb would break, 
and then a battle would ensue, lasting not 
unfreqnently till daylight. Tired out with 
the din that banished the idea of sleep, 
one night, tbe old fellow and his son sal- 
lied out with shot-guns and slew some hun- 
dreds of their annoying visitors. Nc.xt 
morning tbe crows were all gone, and re- 
turned no more to the grove. 

The other evening we drove o-at to tbe 
roost, and witnessed a sigb.we shall not* 
soon forget. It was 4 o'clock when we 
arrived on tbe ground, and already the 
crows had begun to arrive. At sundown 
they were coming from all directions, and 
loug lines continued entering the woods 
from every quarter until dark. Each 
flock had its flier or leader, who flew over 
the tree-tops until he found his roost, 
when tbe head of the column lighted, the 
rest circling round and round and wind- 
ing themselves about their chiei Only a 
few crows would light on the same tree 
where the leader lighted, from which fact 
we judged he is a sort of aristocratic per- 
aonage, who does not associate with the 
common herd, and that the persons who 
slept on his tree were bis royal family 
and crows high in authority in the flock. 

'IVhether we imagine it or not, certain 
it is that on one tree only two or three 
crews eat, who kept up an incessant caw- 
ing, and every now and then one would 
quit the tree, nnd, after flying to an ap- 
proaching flock, would return and appar- 
ently report to an old fellow who sat oa 
the topmost branch, and never quitted his 
position, but kept flappiug his wings aud 
constantly grumbling about something. 
He may have been the king of all the crow 
nation, and we regretted exceedingly that 
we did not understand the crow language, 
so we could report him correctly to the 
many readers of the Ojmmcrcial. 'At 
times the venerable cuss spoke in highly 
excited and guttcral tones, and, if we may 
be allowed to judge by his motions, he was 
considerable of a tyrant in his goveru- 
mental afl'airs. 

1 be crows did not seem afraid of us, an 1 
were evidently used to human visitors. 
We drove up quite close to trees bending 
lienealh their weight, but t’uese birds, usu- 
ally so sby, did not mind us much until 
tuy companion imitated the explosion of 
a gun, when a scene that beggars descrip- 
tiou followed. Instantly ciles rose from 
all parts of the wood, and thousands of 
crows flew into tbe air, circ'’uv round and 
round us, cawing voc-ferously. At tim.s 
tbe noise was so great that, although sit- 
ting side by side iu the buggv, we 
hud to speak loudly in order to be heard 
by fach other. Having raised gie..t dis- 
tress among our black friends, we drove 
eff, but for miles saw flocks in the a'rst'll 
coming to roost. The rustle of the wings 
in fl}ir.g was one of the most peculiar 
sounds we ever heard; a large flock pass- 
ing silently over cur beads, we paused to 
listen, and could liken tbe noise to nothing 
but tke flutter of a million fans, or tbe 
rumpling of vast pieces of silk.

many as forty birds. This inhumau mur- 
der is frequently practiced by the young- 
sters, who make bets on how many crows 
they tan bring down at a single shoL If 
startled out of their sleep, the crows fly 
from tree to tree, and seem quite helpless, 
losing in the night time all that cunning 
which characterizes them in daylight. 

When the firing continues for any time 
they will ffy into the open fields and 
there sleep until daylight As soon as the 
dsy begins to break they quit their roost 
and go, no one knows where. It has been 
estimated that a crow will fly a hundred 
miles for bis breakfast, and return alter 
supper, and we have not the least doubt 
that many of the crows who sleep in Ken- 
tucky ate citizens of Ohio and Illiuoix 
We "think that about one million crows 
sleep at tbe Church Roost, aud about the 
last of March they will leave us and scat- 
tfr themselves over the Northern States, 
returiiing again next fall to spend the 
winter with us. A gentleman who has 
closely observed them for many years, 
gays that they decrease in numbers, that 
they aie slowly passing away, aud, in 
time, like tbe poor Indian, will become a 
defunct race on this conlinenL

Secretary ol State, of the Treasury, of 
War. of the Navy, of the Interior, the 
Postmaster General, and the Attorney 
General shall hold their ^offices respect- 
ively for and during the term of the Pres- 
ident by whom they maj' have been ap- 
pointed and for oue month thereafter, sub- 
ject to removal by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate. 

The fourth section of the same act re- 
stricts the test of office to the limit pre- 
scribed by the law creating them. That 
part ol the first section which precedes 
the proviso declares that every person 
holding a civil office, to which he has 
been or may be appointed by and with the 
advice and consent of the .Senate, .«h all 
hold such office until a successor shall 
Lave been in like manner appointed. 

It purports to take from the Executive 
during the fixed time established for the 
tenure of office the independent power of 
removal, aud to require for such removal 
the concurrent action of the President 
and tbe Senate. The proviso that follows 
proceeds to fix the term of office of the 
several beads of departments, whose ten- 
ure of office never bad been defined be- 
fore, by providing that they shall hold 
their offices respectively for and during 
the term of the President by whom they 
may have been appointed and one month 
thereafter, subject to removal by and with 
the advice and consent of tbe Senate. 

Thus as to these enumerated officers, 
the proviso to take from tbe President the 
power of removal, except with tbe advice 
and consent of tbe Senate. By its terms, 
however, before he can be deprived of the 
power to displace them, it must appear 
that he himself has appointed them; it is 
only in that case that they have any ten- 
ure of office, or any independent right to 
retain them during tbe term of the Presi- 
dent and one month thereafter the ces- 
sation of his official functions. ’The pro- 
viso therefore gives no tenure of office to 
any one of these officers who hayc been 
appointed by the President beyond one 
month atter the accession of his suc- 
cessor. 

In the case of Mr. Stanton, the only ap- 
pointment under which he held the office 
of Secretary of War was that conferred 
upon him by my immediate predecessor, 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
He has never held from roe any appoint- 
ment as tbe head of the War Department. 
Whatever right he had to hold the office 
was derived from that original appoint- 
ment aud ray own sufferance. That the 
law was not intended to protect such an in- 



intcrim appointments in the Executive 
departments stands, as to the War Office, 
as follows: 

Tbe section of the act of the 7 th of Au- 
gtst, 178l>, made no provision for a vacan- 
cy in the very case of a removal of the 
Lead of the War Department, and upou 
such a vatancy gives the charge and cus- 
tody of the records, books, and papers to 
tbe chief clerk. 

Next by the act of the 8th of May, 1782. 
section 8, it is provided that in case of a 
vacancy occasioned by death, absence 
from the seat of government, or sickness 
of the head of the War Department the 
President may authorize a per.son to per- 
form the duties of the oflice until a suc- 
cessor is appointed or the disabilitj- re- 
moved. The act, it will be observed, does 
not provide for the case of a vacancy- 
caused by removal 

Then by the first section of the act of 
February 13, 17Dj, it is provided that in 
case of anj’ vacancy the President may 
Dj-point a person to perform the duties 
while the vacancy exists. These acts are 
followed by that of the 20tb of February, 
1863, by the first section of which provis- 
ion is again made for a vacancy caused 
by death, resignation, absence from the 
!-eat of government, or sicknes of the head 
of any Executive department, and upon 
the occurrence of such a vacancy power 
is given to the President to authorize the 
head of any other Executiue department 
or other officer in either of said depart- 
ments, whose appointment is vested in the
